Attempted Assassination of Mika 


Da Young-, of the San Fran- 


cisco "Chronicle." 


The Would-Be Murderer a Young Son 


of Claua Spreckels, the Well- 


Known Sugar King1. 


Several Shots Tired, Two of Which Take 


Effeot—The Wounded Man Will 


Probably Eecover. 


CAUSE OF THE AFFAIR. 


SAH FRANCISCO, CaL, Nov. 20.—M. H. 


De Young, proprietor of the San Francisco 
Chronicle,'Was shot at 5:30 o'clock last 
evening by Adolph Spreckels, son of Claus 
Sprecktes, the Hawaiian sugar king. The 
shooting occurred in the business 
office; 


of the Chronicle. Spreckles fired twice. 
The first shot took effect in the 
left 


arm, a little above the elbow, and the sec- 
ond in the left shoulder. Neither were 
fatal. 
The shooting was the 
outcome 


of an Article published in the Chronicle last 
Sunday morning respecting the affairs of 
the Hawaiian Commercial Sugar Company. 
Spreckels was 'arrested and taken to the 
station-house. Young Spreckels was a del- 
egate to the Republican National Conven- 
tion at Chicago last June. He was known 
in the delegation as the kindergarten del- 
egate, being the youngest member of that 
body. 


The particular!) attending the shooting in- 


dicate a deliberate attempt at assassination. 
A few minutes before the assault was com- 
mitted Mr. De Young entered the buainc'ss 
office and passed into his private office to get 
some children's books which he had pur- 
chased. He came out again to say some- 
thing to one of" the clerks when he heard 
some one say: "Mr. De Young, I would like 
to see you." 
He turned, and almost before 


he had time to recognize 
the peison 


who spoke, Spreckles flred. The bullet 
struck him in the arm above the elbow. De 
Young, who was incumbered with an over- 
coat and a bundle of children's books,dashed 
behind a high desk with the intention of 
running from there to his private office. 
Before he had time to do so Spreckles fired 
a second shot, which took effect in his 
shoulder. 
De Young then made a second 


dash for his private office, but In doing 
so 
slipped 
and 
fell 
on 
the 
floor. 


Spreckles 
rushed 
up, 
anrt, 
stand- 


in 15 
over 
him, 
fired 
a 
third 
shot. 


Tliis bullet struck the children's 
books. 


The chances are the books saved De Young's 
life. The instant Spreckels fired the third 
shot (ieoige W. Emerson, the advertising 
clerk, grabbed arevolver lying in a drawer 
of one of the desks, and fired at Spreckels, 
hitting him in the left arm, causing only a 
slight 
wound.

It was found that the i 
first bullet passed within the sixteenth of 
an Inch of the snb-clavian artery, which if . 
It had been struck would have caused him 
to bleed to death. Ttie fears now are that 
if suppuration sets in the artery may be- 
come affected. 


Mr. De Young remained perfectly cool, 


and is resting easy. No other cause is us- i 
signed for the shooting than that already 
mentioned.

Slow Hundreds of Citizens Live Luxu- 


riously on the Ocean Steamers. 


The Amount of Food Required to 


Feed tbe Panama-era and Crew— 


Bad-Clothes, and Table- 


Llneu—Crockery.

•uddenly reappear in the flesh he would 
probably evince some astonishment at the 
everal improvements made in the world 
since he went out of it 
Bat nothing, per 


inp«, would surprise the good old man more 
than the fact that tlie hundreds of people 
:hat he might see, magnified two-foli in the 
big reception-room at the barge office had 
all been brought across the ocean in one ves- 
sel. Indeed, it is almost beyord the belief 
of the minds of to-day that more than 500 
jersons could be comfortably and safely 
Transported in cm ship a distance of 3,000 
niles in a week, but sui'h is a reality, and a 
confirmatory idpa of the magnitude of the 
undertaking may be obtained from the fnet 
that the cost of a round trip of one of these 
a ouster transatlantic ojursersrange between 
$40.000 and 1-50,000. And the hundreds at 
the barge oillce are more than duplicated by 
the steerage passengers at Castle garden. 


"The coit of a voyage differs according to 


the speed of the ves^e.," said a repressnta- 
;ive of one of the transatlontic lines, "the 
faster vessels being more expensive than 
the slower ones. Ti e explanation is in the 
consumption of conl. The faster steamers

Although the principal revenue on tho big 


ocean steamers is from passengers, they all 
carry tons and tons of merchandise, which is 
generally of a raw nat-re. Nearly every 
transatlantic steamer 
obtains its wines, 


canned 
goods 
and 
delicacies 
abroad, 


but of the breadstuffs and mu h of the 
smoked meats that they obtain on tht3 other 
side it frequently occurs that the steamer has 
carried it Irom Kew York as merchandise 
fivight. The captains say they nin caTy 
such articles to the markets abroad ami buy 
them tLoro as cheaply as at the homo mar- 
ket. 


To load a vessel requires the greatest skill, 


too; and this is another of the l.ig expenses 
that arc included in the enormous cost of an 
ocean voyage. And sometimes on a rush, a 
cargo of 2,000 tons of merchandise has been 
loaded on board a steamer within twenty 
four hours. A feature of the transatlantic 
freight trade is that the cargoes exported 
largely exceed these imported in l,u!s, and 
that the cargoes imported are of much more 
value than those exported. Everything is 
run on military, or rather naval, discipline, 
and not a profaue word is ever permitted 
either fioin officer or sailor.
